SCHOOL REPOR® 


TOWNSMEN: 


I submit the following report upon your schools. 

Owing to Mr. 5. F. Wadleigh’s declining, I have had to 
_ serve alone; it has been pleasant to me to get acquainted with 
new Schools, but I can see the advantage of the acquaintance 
one. gets with a school by visits year after year. 

I have’ been encouraged by the authorities to ask more than 
seventy-five dollars, but ministers and church members must 
be careful to give full measure and ask a moderate price! 

I think, too, it is part of my duty in these days to set an ex- 
ample of following the necessary business policy of the day in 
the reduction of wages. | 

You are aware the question is up of having the office of 
Prudential Committees transferred to our central committee ; 
partly it might work well : in some instances the past year the 
school has been injured by small squabbles over office in the 
district. , 

Such districts would do well to refer the choice of their 
teacher to the Superintending Board; the teacher ought. to be 
everybody’s teacher in the above district. 

I have had some painful discipline to do. growing out of 
this evil. I have done my duty according to the best of my 
judgment; my policy is to stand by a teacher unless I see he 


or she is utterly unfit; even an inferior teacher, with harmony 
in the district, is better than a smash up; but it is a pity some 


of the best teaching in town should receive any check from in- 
ternal divisions in the district. 


When I broke down a guide-board in No. 13, by hitching 
to it, I thought I would suggest to the districts to have a hitch- 
post or better still, a shed which a man can hitch under ! 

I have aimed to develop a taste for literature, by asking the 
scholars to write off and send to me some selection from the 
best authors. I append the names of those who have: 


Fannie P. Kelley, Abbie Chase, Lewis L. Eaton, 
Emma J. Eaton, Edith L. Swain, |. G. R. Swain, 
Frank P. Marston, Leavitt A. Dolloff, Ella L. Barren, 
Daniel S. Chase, Edward Kimball. 


Parents should encourage this in the children. 


I again urge Committees to send their teachers to the Su- 
perintendent at least two weeks before school begins; it will 
secure districts from injustice in some cases. ‘Too much money 
is wasted upon incompetent teachers. Almost all teachers 
the year past have been conscientious and painstaking, but some- 
times persons are not at all qualified naturally for the position ; 
the best teachers have ardent, sympathetic, strong, communi- 
cative natures, combined with a prompt executive ability. 
Many candidates are not to blame for not having such natures 
but they do not succeed largely without them. 

If I had my way I would, in the main, select eight or ten of 
my best teachers and have them teach all the schools, going 
from one district to another; but new material must be work- 
ed in from time to time. 

If Committees want to know who make failures and who 
succeed, and think they can find out by consulting my report, 
they will be mistaken ; my own failures are not put in print, 
nor the Selectmen’s nor the Town Clerk’s, and I do not intend 
to hold unsuccessful teachers up to public gaze. When I can 
praise heartily I may do it, but I will give, in private, my 
judgment about anybody.

As some of our scholars may become : accountants I have 
timed the various schools in exercises in the fundamental rules, 
greeting the best results in: No. 3. 

I have encouraged map-drawing and some new and good 
work has been done. 

By the help of the new readers I have been able to secure *a 
marked improvement in reading—many schools have had ex- 
cellent drill in elocution. | 

We need new Grammars, Swinton’s in my judgment, new 
Geographies certainly, and some other changes. 

There is a decided lack of attendance on examinations by 
parents in the districts. Nos. 5 and 8 turn out altogether the 
best; the rest do almost nothing. Mothers ought to bring 
their knitting and fathers leave their work to look in often on 
the school. 

I have urged on the schools the hanging up of pictures on 
the walls, adorning with leaves and evergreens in their season, 
—and not simply for examination either—and the growing of 
flowers in pots in the windows; all these things educate. I 
am pleased with the progress in this line.

Emma Thompson ; earnest teacher and scholars. Iwas par- 
ticularly pleased to see the use of the dictionary, and the care 
for the good grammar in the ordinary conversation of the 
school. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


Summer. Martha F. Emmons. _ I did not see this school 
at the close, owing to the abrupt ending on account of death in 
the teacher’s family. Miss E. carries the good wishes of all 
into her new relations. 


Winter. Helen A. V.. Robinson. On account of severe 
weather and unfavorable traveling, I could not see this school 
at the close. From what I saw at the opening I perceived no 
occasion for the partial opposition Miss R. experienced. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


Mrs. C. J. Swain. This school had a delightfully home- 
like look, and the instruction and all the results were such as 
to justify the district in continuing the school under the exist- 
ing management. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 
Ella Thompson. Small but good school. A review of a 


reading lesson developed a good drill in the sense of the lesson ; 
an important item. 


DISTRICT NO. 16. 


Addie M. Brown. This school grew in my estimation ; 
the examination at the close showed conscientious, hard work 
done. 


DISTRICT. NO. 14. 


Josie A. Robinson. A new teacher with a little school,-but 
the school made up in enterprise what it lacked in numbers. 
I seldom see a heartzer little school, and the instruction was 
animated and honest. - 


DISTRICT NO. s. 


No. 5 requires a special report. The upper department 
has been under the care of T. D. Foss, who also continues in 
charge of the High School. The Winter examination was 
such as called forth warm commendation from those present. 

The whole history of this department, during these years 
back, warrants me in saying that we must have the High school 
but we must have the help of our towns-folk around about. 

I urge upon the people of the region a hearty co-operation 
with the district in sustaining it and keeping it up to its maxi- 
mum of attendance and interest.
